univerſal pzimitive doctrine, the bzead and 
wine are ſolemnly offer'd to God in ſacrifice, 
as his gifts and p2operty, lent to us fo2 his 
gio2p, and our benefit: and in that part of 
divine wozſhip, the ſacrifice of Ch2ili upon

the apoſtles is dark, doubtful, oz 1wperfecr- 
ip given us in the New Teſtament, (as all 
tonkels it ſometimes is, fo2 all make uſe ok 
the oldeſt writers to juſtify their tenets, 
where they can, when they are told thoſe te⸗ 

nets are not literallp in the Mew Teſtament) 
J ſap, where our ſcripture is obſcure, oz 
bubious, the pzimitive writers are the beſt 
EE explainers of it. And this is an agrerd 
maxim. For inſtance ; the obligation of the 
chuiſtian ſabbath, (as ſome call it) o2 Lo2d's 
dap, the baptizing of infants, the govern- 
ment of the church bp biſhops over large dio- 
kteſes, the neceſſity of fozms of p2aper, and 
© ſeveral other things held bp various pꝛokeſſi⸗ 
ong, are none of them clearly enjoin'd, oz ſet 
fozth, in the New Teſtament, fo2 then there 
would have been no farther diſpute about 
them; but they that maintain thole doctrines, 
ſap, that the pꝛimitive writers tell them ſo; 
= thep ſay, that thep are the pꝛinciples and the 
tuſtoms of the antient church, and that theſe 
pzinciples and cuſtoms are the beſt interpze⸗ 
ters of God's Wozd, in theſe matters. So 
that pou ſee, J hold no moze, in point of 
= pinciple, than all other chziſtians would be 
thought to hold; but J have found ſeveral 
= matettal articles in the p2imitive writers, 
© maintain'd by them as openly, and as gene⸗ 
rallp, ag thoſe above-mention'd, and which 
thole chziſtian pꝛofeſſiong do not eſpoufe from 
= thoſe writers, oz affirm the contrarp: and 
= therefore J encounter them with their own 
weapons, either let them admit the pzimitive 
— evidence in all caſes, where it realip ſhews

making mp appeal to antiquitp, as thep 
have; and there is not a p2oteſſion in Chy- 
ſtendom, which does not hold ſomething that 
is not in the Kew Teſtament, and which it 
takes from the neareſt times of antiquitp ta 
it.

Teo inſtance : Everp pꝛokeſſion among ug 
aſſerts, that the colic&jon of writings which 
we call the New Teſtament is of divine i: 
ſpiration and authozity. But where are we 
told in the New Teſtament that Mark and 
Luke were inſpir'd ? They were not apoſtles, 
but cvangelifis ; thep were not of the twelve, MW 
no2 is it laid in the Rew Teſtament, that 
their bocks are of divine authozity. True, 
the antient church reteib'd them, and there⸗ 
foze thep are receiv'd. Nop, where is it ſaid 
oz atteſicd, that the pzeſcnt books, which 
make our New Teſtament, are all that ſhou'd | 
make it, oz that all oz anp of them were 
written by the perſons whoſe names thep | 
bear, oz ihat they are compleat and untoz⸗ 
rupted, as thep left them, oz that we are 
oblig'd to receive them as divine? All this 

we have from the witnels ok the antient 
church. Thicke books neither do. no2 can at⸗ 
teſt themſelves, but the pzimitive writers 
are, and are «greed to be, the vouchers of 
them.

So that, pou obſerve, all p:ofcfſiong hold 
ſomething, onlp from the pzimitive writers, 
which thep do not expzeſlp find in the ſerip⸗ 
ture it ſeif, and therefore they are bound by 
their own pꝛinciples to join iſſue with me, 
and own the moſt antient writers to be good 
evidence in all matters cqualip atteſted by 
them.

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The wozd p2imitive being thus clear'd, we 
tome next to the woꝛd Ozatozy : This is ta- 
Ken in a varietp of ſenſes; it either means 
a place, where devotions, oz ozations, oz 
both are us d; oz the perſons that join and 
aſſiſt in them; oz it implies the art of rheto- 
ric, 02 of ſpeaking well. It is here taken 
koz the plate and perſons of this aſſembiy, 
and it is dedicated to all the purpoſes of unt⸗ 
verſal learning; as well as religion; ſo that 
it is not only the moſt rational and uſetul, 
but the moſt compleat and polite inſtitution 

| of the kind that has appear'd, unlels anp 

other can be pzoducd, which is equallp cal⸗ 
© culated to all tholc purpoſeg. There are in⸗ 
deed what are cali'd congregations and fas 
thers of the Ozatozp abzoad, founder by 
Philip ok Peri, but that is a mona⸗ 
ſtic inſtitution, and entirelp eccleſiaſtical.

bol one thing, that there is ſo large a number 


of unexceptionable witneſſes in antiquitp to 
thefe conſtitutions, that it thep be not au- 
thentic, we ſhall hardly know what is au- 


thentic. The ſame men atteſt the conſiituti- 


ons, who atteſt the New Teſtament; and 
therefoze ik we muſt not believe the evidence 


© of the conſtitutions, how muſt we believe the 


evidence of the other? 1 
Ik anp perſon objects, then are interpola⸗ 
ted, and therefoze jeſs to be credited; J 
would know, when, and where, and by whom 
thep were interpolated?

T is the teſt and ſfandard ok chziſtiani⸗ 
ty to continue in the doctrine and kel⸗ 
lowſhip of the apoſtles, as members 
of the ſame ſpiritual bodp, under Chziſt our 
head; and this is particularip to be ſhewn 
in public wo2ſhip, and the adminiſtration of 
the holp Euchariſt. The authozity and de⸗

us: He put an end to the ceremonp of the 
raſchal lamb the night betkoꝛe he was to 
be lain as our paſchal lamb a pꝛopitiation 
fo2 our ſms: but he then pertorm'd that 
rite, he eat the paſſover, and tie paſſover 
could not be eaten with !raven'a bꝛead, fo? 
that would not have been, but been contrary 
to, the paſſover.

this purpoſe, ought to be only flour and wa- | 
ter, to ſhew, as St. Paul ſaps, the ſincerity 
and truth, the ſimplicity of a good chziſtian, 
bp thoſe ſimple unfermented elements, with | 
which he ſpeaks of keeping the feaſt: He ap⸗ 
peals to their ſenſes, what men they ought 
to be, and what bad allop thep ought to a⸗ 
void, by telling them the unleaven'd bead 
ſhould be look'd upon as a ſpmbol of their 
fincerity; fo that leaven'd bzead mult be the 
contrarp, an emblem of falſhood, inſinteritp, 
malice, wickedneſs, and the old leaven; and 
this is the caſe of thoſe communtons that |

This text refers to ſome real, ſubſtantial

not uſe mix a wine, pet ever us d unleaven'd 
bead: this map be enquir'd: but as it is 
rertainip what our Lo2d did, the uſe of ang 
other is therefoze contrary to the doctrine of 
the Engliſh church, and as it varies, in this 
reſpec. from the inſtituted matter of the la⸗ 
trament, which is obligatozp; it is therefoze 
no ſacrament at all, TT | 
It the inſtituted matter of it, as far as if 
is to be found out, is not obligatozp, if 
THA L be not eſſentiat, it will follow, that 
any other matter map be equally us d; fo: 
what rule have we at laſt but the inftitution 
ir ſelk? Ik there be ann other rule, evern 
man has an equal right to make his cwn 
rule, and uſe any thing ts2 a ſacrament: If

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that be. wrong, there muſt be ſome one rule 
binding all men, and that can be onlp the in- 
ſtitution; part of this was unleaven'd b2ead, 
and leaven'd bꝛead was not us'd in this rite 
by Chziſt, bp the apoſtles, by the primitive 
church, no2, to this dap, does the genetalitp 
of the ch2iſtian church ule it; onlp lome com- 


munions, who, in this point, are antichzi⸗ 


ſtian, and make it no lacrament. 
The other part of the inſticuted matter of 
the euchariſt is that wine, which Chꝛiſt and 
the Jews us'd at the paſſover; that wine, 
which the apoſtles, and from them the pzt- 
mitive church, thought themſelves oblig'd to 
make ule cf, and which therekoze the church 
of England declares her ſelf oblig'd to uſe, 
if ſhe knows her own pꝛinciples, oz will be 
bound bp her own declaration : but if a 
church thinks one thing, and ſaps, oz acts 
another, well map thoſe that belong to her be 
Juſtify'd in all the mſinceritp and equivoca⸗ 
rr i oro: 
Now it is poſſible to trace what this wine 
was, in a great meaſure, which our Lozd 
us'd in his lacrament: It was that wine, 
which the Jews uſuailp d2ank after their 
pafſover, and was, by the accounts of their 
own writers, always mtx'd with water. 
In this the apoſtolical and pꝛimitive writers 
agree: this was the pzattice of all the anti- 
ent liturgies, and therekoze this is obligatc- 
2p on the Engliſh church, bp her own contel⸗ 
me. © 
Chziſt himſelf calls it the fruit of the vine: 
The Jews, who beſt underfood their own 
ex pꝛeſſions, declare that the phꝛaſe, fruit of 


the pinc, means wine and water, in oppoſi- 


tion 
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tion to the fruit of the tree, which is meant 
by them to be wine only. Chis appears in 


the Gemara and the Miſhna of the Jews: 


lo that the wine and water are in the fcri- 
pture ; fo2 the fruit of the vine is wine and 
water. 0%, in Plutarch upon health, is 


mix'd wine; and, like the word Wine it 


ſelf, in Engliſh, and other tongues, is entire⸗ 
Ip determin'd by the fac, to mean either 
mix d oꝛ pure wine. 
St. Paul calls the ſacramental cup, the 
cup of bleſſing, o2 benedictton; and the Jews 
agree, that it is not the cup of bleſſing, that 
18, is not to be bleſs'd, till it is mix'd with

_ Chiiſt calls the cup, Mat. 26. 28. hig blod 


of the new covenant; therefoze it muſt be 
mir'd with water, becauſe the blood of the 


old covenant was mir'd with water, and pet 


at the ſame time call'd only blood, as this 1s 
rall'd only wine, tho it was wine and wa- 
ter, Heb. 9. 19. Tppes and accompliſhments 
ought to agree ; the blood and water of the 
old covenant was a tppe of the wine and wa- 
ter of the new. Er, 

St. Paul ſaps, 1 Coz. 11. 26. that we ſhew 


forth the Lozd's death till he come, bp daink- | 


ing this cup. His death upon the croſs was 
zov'd by the iſſuing of the blood and water 
from his fide, on its being pierc'd bp the ſol⸗ 
vicr: This reaitty of his death muſt be 
therekoze ſhewn bp the wine and water. St. 
John. who ſaw the biood aud water flow 
from his ſide, and is mo2e particular on that 
circumſtance than the other evangeliſts, 
John 19. 34. declares in his epiſtles, 1 Top. 
| | | | 5. 6. 
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5. 6. This is he that came by water and 
blgod, not by water onip, but by water and 
blood. And v. 8. Thee bear witneſs on 
earth, the ſpirit, the water, and the blood. 
So that, to take away the water, is to take 
away one of Chziſt's witneſſes upon earth; 
whereas what God hath joined together, man 
ought not to put aſunder. Even thep, who | 
explain d the blood and water of baptiſm 
and the Lozd's fupper, pet always aſlerted 
and pꝛattis d the mix d cup in the ſacrament. {! 
P2ov. 9. 5. Wiſdom, which is interpzeted 
of the a5y&, o2 the ſon of God, the Wozd oz 
Wiſdom of the Father, makes an invitarion, 
Come, eat of my bzead, and d2ink of the 
wine that J have mingled, Cypzian, in his 
epiſtle to Cetilian, applies this text as a 
_ p2opheep of the mir'd cup in the ſacrament. 
Dr. Yommond, Dol. 4. p. 452. Lond. 1583. 
_obons it to be a pꝛophecp of the facrament; 
_ and if fo, he muſt have ownd it a p2ophecn 
of the mixture. Diodatt, a divine of Gene- 
va, upon the place, interpꝛets it of the ſacra- 
ment, as do moſt antient and modern divines: 
but if it means the ſacrament, it points at 
the mixture, Dink of the wine that J have 
mingled. And our Todes command, Do 
this, enjoins the mixture, as he mingled 
it; not to do this therefo2e, is to diſobep 
him, and alter, that is, annul his ſacra- 
ment. 3 
One conliruction of the mixture was to 
ſigniiy, by the water, the human; and by 
the wine, the divine nature of Chziſt join d 
together. The Armenians, verp earlp, are 
laid to Have denp'd that conjuncion, and 
therekoze to have us d wine onip : but _ 
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the beginning it was not ſo; and they wert 
tondemn'd by a general council, and by the, 
whole church: Confequentlp all the modern 
churches, who uſe the wine onlip, Ipe under 
that anathema, as repꝛeſenting the myſtery 
imperfecip, and - Innovating on what has 
been deliver d; in which all the antient litur⸗ 
gieg, writers, and councils agree, as re- 
teib'd bp them from Chzift and his apoſtles. 

The mixture was not founded on the na- 
ture of the climate onlp, where it was firſt 
appointed, fo2 all the antient chziſtians us'd 
it in the colder climates; as in France, and 
in the moze no2thern parts. 
The liturgies of St. James, St. Cle⸗ 
ment, St. Mark, St. Baſil, Neſtozius, Se⸗ 
verus; the Ethtopic liturgy, that of the 
Gallican, and the Britiſh churches (befoze

This 18 the firſt charge, that to celebzate 
the euchariſt without unleaven'd bzead, and 
wine mix'd with water, is to deport from 
the inllituted matter, which ig cllential to 
the facrament, and therefoze to deſirop it. 
This oziginal inſtitution was the rule to the 
apoſtles, and all chziſtians, befoze the books 
of the New Teſtament were wzitten: fo that 


it is kalſe, that the ſcripture alwaps wag 


the onlp rule in this matter; there were ma- 


up years of the church, when it had no New | 


Teſtament, as we have it; \o2 no books of it 
were penn'd, till ſome pears after the aſcen- 
Gon: but thep celcb2zated the euchariſt ag 


Chiilt did it, and the inſtitution was to them, | 


as it ſhou's be tous, the rule of it. = 
As there are two eſſential parts of the 


euchariſt, the matter, and the kozm, the fo2- 


mer has been ſhewn, the latter is our next 
conſideration. 


The fo2m of Chziſt was, to take the ele- 
ments, to bleſs, to give thanks, oz to bleſs 
with thankſgiving; to communicate them to 
his diſciples, and command them to do the 
like in remembzante of him, Ec. This is 
obvious in the Salpels; and the nearer the 
celebzation comes, in every circumſtance 
whatever, to his pꝛactice at the firſt appoint- 
ment of it, it is more perfect, and moſt tru⸗ 
ly the chꝛiſtian ſacrifice. 

Bur fince the Engliſh church appeals to 
the primitive fozm of the euchariſt, it is We.

And that 


can be no otherwaps ſeen, bit by looking in⸗ 


to all the moſt antient ſchemes, and methods 


of adminiſtring it: > theſe, at different 


times and places, ncarcli the time and place 


of the inſtitution, made by perſons who had 
the beſt oppo2tunitp to know it, and whoſe 


truth in repozting it be not quellion'd, by 
their being allow'd good cvidentes of other 


points, and of the New Teſtament it ſelf: ik 


theſe agree in anp regular kozm of doing it, 
and that agreement be farther attelled by the 
writers in oz near their reſpective times; 


ſuch agreement, and none elle, is the pꝛimi⸗ 


tive rule of the euchariſt; and if the Engliſh 
church departs from it, ſhe contradics her 


ſelf ; fo2 ſhe declarcs the primitive fozn be⸗ 
foze all things cſſential ; and no church, o2 


evidence, that is deliberately inconſiſtent 
with its own teſtimony, is in any reſpect

The queſtions about the time, the autho2s, 


the authenticknels, the alterations, the inter⸗ 
polations, Ec. of theſe antient liturgies are 
no moe than mult be applp'd to the beclis of 
the New Teſtament themſelves, to our creeds, 
and all anticnt writings: Jf they concur in 
certain points the moſt conſiderable, and be 
atteſted bp fuch vouchcrs as are admitted 
good vouchers, in our taking our Dcripture 
it feif from them, they are juſt evidences of 
the pzimitive euchariſt, on the avow'd p2in- 
ciples of everp ch2iſtian.

It js, 
in it ſcif, the moſt augult, the moſt elevated, 
the moſt heavenly and reaſonable fervice, the 
moſt noble ad of devotion, that can be paid 
to the ſupzeme Being by chziſtians: to devi- 
ate from this model ſhould p2odace a reflext- 
on, that ſhould make not onlp a teacher of 
righteouſneſs, but a follower of him, bluſh 
and tremble from his inmoſt foul ; fo2, as 
no plen but this can be true, fo none but 
this can be beautiful, 
As this foꝛm of the ſacrament is ſeal'd by 
all antiquitp, ſo it has the appꝛobation of 
manp learned and wozthp divines of the 
Engliſh, as well as fozeign churches, and 
the late controverſies have demonſtrated it 
ſo fully, that nothing farther can be added in 
its bchalf. The pzelent tommunton⸗office of 
the church of England, which enttreln de⸗ 
parts from it, was alter d from a model of 
this kind bp parliament without a convoca⸗ 
tion, to pleaſe Calvin and his iriends at a 
political juncture; whercas the keeping oz 
reſtozing this fozm would be moſt likelp ta 
gain over both the diſſenters and the Noman⸗ 
catholicks.; fo2 all would chufe a p2imitive 
method, were all convinc'd which was that 
method: and acco2dingip this agreement 
with the antient church has been, ond is the 
wiſh of the moſt learned and ſertous men 
ever fince the refozmation. Allow me, ag a

that J am to retain that univerſal and apo- 
 Nolical doctrine, not the novel, cozrupt, and 
particular doctrine, nor in anp caſe ad con- 
trarp to the ftozamer. = 
It fo2 this pou ſhou'd be cenſur'd, Dr. 
Hammond goes on, pou cannot be excommu⸗ 
nicated by that cenſure from the univerſal 
church of the apoſtles, but rather, bp this 
means, ſo much the moze firmly united to 
it : and if pou continue conſtant to this do- 
crine, and maintain the Inward communion 
of charitp with all chꝛiſtian churches, fo far 
ag thep are not erroneous, i. e. embzacing 
all that is right in them, and onlp ſcpara- 
ting from the wrong (becauſe thep will not 
ſuffer pou to join in one, without p2ofeſſing 
*0 join in the other) it is no fault to live 
without anp external public communion, 
like the hermits and perlecuted chziſtians of 
fozmer times; there being no rent oz ſchikm, 
but from the church univerſal, from which a 

| parti⸗ 
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particular church map be as well ſchiſmati- 
cal, ag a pꝛivate perſon. 
And if, pzoceeds Or. Hammond, J be by 
my calling fitted foz2 it, and can pzudentlp 
hope to plant, oz contribute to the planting 
ſuch an apoſtolical church, where there is 
none, oz to reconcile and refieze peace between

endeavour to do lo is, in this calc, extreme⸗ 
Ip commendable, and that which God's pꝛo⸗ 
vidence ſeems to direc me to, by what is 
thus befallen me.

Theſe are the expꝛeſs woꝛds of the telebꝛa⸗ 
ted and learned Dr. Hammond, in his known

This is particularip and gloziouſlp atteſt⸗ 
ed by the moſt reverend Dr. Wake, the p2c- 
ent archbiſhop of Canterburp, in his p2c- 
kate to his tranſlation of the apoſtolical ta- 
thers; ſpeaking there of the liturgies that 


go under the names of St. Peter, St. Mark, 


St. James, which he obſerv'd were the an-

Here we have the atteſtation of the head 
of the Engliſh church, under his Majeſty, 
ſolemnlp ſubſcribing the p21mitive euchariſt, 
and the p2inciples of this inſtitution, in his 
p:eface to his tranſlation of the apoſtolical 
fathers, tho the communion-office of that 
church which he governs, contradics his 
own ſcntiments, by departing from the old 
liturgieg, ſeconded by the antient writers 

here rekerr'd to in his own teſtimony, o_ 


Dr Hammond, in his book of hereſy,

apcſiolical traditions, are equallp the mat-
